Reasons for Allowance

Claims 1-8,10-30 are allowable over the reference of record because none of these 
references disclose or can be combined to yield the claimed invention such as a titanium dioxide 
semiconductor having a fractal stmcture and defining a surface and an interior wherein the 
surface and the interior of the titanium dioxide semiconductor being formed with pores as recited 
in claims 1 and 25.
